Frostbite claims 5Q 
city eucalyptus trees 


About SP eucalyptus trees 
recently removed from a sere®- 
btock stretch of Ocean Ave 
died from a fatal case of frost­ 
bite. 
The trees were s group of 
about 70 punted last September 
along Ocean between A and 
Seventh streets The trees, ac­ 
cording to Public Works Direc­ 
tor Barry Gustafson, were 
stock es by ‘ an exceptionally 
hard frost" around the first of 
U* 
the year when the mercury 
dropped down around 19 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
“The frost outright lulled 
most af them." Gustafson said 
His department waited through 
the spring- howe ver, to deter­ 
mine the hill extent of damage 
done to the trees. 
He said the trees cost around 
130 dollars apiece after planting 
expenses and estimated the 


value of the loss at about $1,500. 
The remaining trees that 
lived were on the last block or 
two before Seventh St. and were 
partially protected by more 
buildings in that area, ac­ 
cording to Gustafson 
The .trees were of the 
eucalyptus eitriodora variety — 
a strain of eucalyptus “ that is 
just on the borderline of being 
too susceptible to frost for use 
in the L om poc a r e a /* 
Gustafson said 
Because the 
trees were so young, he said, 
they were much weaker 
As of yet the trees hare not 
been replaced The topic is on 
the agenda for the next meeting 
of the Beautification Commis­ 
sion in late July. Gustafson has 
suggested the city replant with 
a type of eu calyp tu s — 
eucalyptus nicoli — that is 
more frost resistant

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The 
intertw ined issues of school 
finance and the $12.86 billion 
state budget bogged down the 
legislature today in the final 
hours before a scheduled sum ­ 
m er recess. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
shed his p re sid e n tia l c a m ­ 
paign to im m erse him self in 
last-m inute negotiations on a 
m ajor school finance bill — the 
key to breaking the Assembly 
deadlock on passage of the 
budget. 
The school bill (SB1641) was 
amended hastily by the Assem ­ 
bly Ways and Means Com m it­ 
tee Thursday night to provide 
$250 millimi in new state aid as 
well as a revolutionary proper­ 
ty tax shift. It would result in 
big tax hikes in wealthy school 
districts and shift the extra 
funds to poorer districts. 
The bill, endorsed bv the 


governor and approved by the 
com m ittee on a m inim um 11-9 
vote, was scheduled for a vote 
by the full Assembly today — 
the last planned session before 
law m akers leave the Capitol 
for a five-week recess. 
The school aid package was 
$60 million less than dem anded 
by Assembly Republicans in ex­ 
change for their needed votes to 
pass the state budget. Most 
Republicans also opposed the 
county wide property tax. 
Assembly GOP Leader Paul 
Priolo of P acific P alisad es 
predicted the bill did “ not have 
a prayer” of winning Senate ap­ 
proval if Assembly D em ocrats 
insist that it contain the con­ 
troversial property tax feature. 
He said Republicans would 
refuse to vote on the budget un­ 
til an acceptable school finance 
m easure was passed and signed 
by Brown.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled 7 to I to­ 
day that civil servants can be 
forced to re tire when they 
reach a set age lim it, even if 
•they still are able to perform 
their work. 
In an unsigned opinion, the 
court upheld a M assachusetts 
law requiring state police to 
retire at age 50 — the lowest 
retirem ent age for state police 
in the country. 
The court said m andatory 
retirem ent laws do not violate 
the Equal Protection Clause of 
the 14th Am endm ent if they 
have a reasonable basis — in 
this case the assum ption that 
older officers will be less able 
to perform the physical work of 
a policeman. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) —

Santa Marian named north 
county coastal panel rep 


John Adams of Santa Maria 
was named as a north county 
member of the South Central 
Coast Regional (conservation) 
Commission by the Santa Bar­ 
bara County City Selection 
Committee at a meeting in 
Solvang yesterday morning. 
A dam s, a S anta M aria 
rancher and a member of the 
Santa Barbara County Planning 
Commission was appointed to 
the position by the committee 
which is composed of the 


mayors of the five incorporated 
cities in Santa Barbara County. 
He was appointed to succeed 
Carpinteria City Councilman 
Ernest Wullbrandt, who last 
week was named by the Coast 
Regional Commission as its 
new chairman. Wullbrandt had 
served as vice chairman and he 
was nominated as head of the 
commission by Tim Terry, 
retiring chairman, at a meeting 
in Grover City. 
Four of the county’s five 


majors attended, including E. C 
Stevens of Lompoc, Elwin Mus- 
sell of Santa Maria, Frank 
Almaguer of Guadalupe and 
Rom Raycroft of Carpinteria. 
Absent was Mayor David Shif­ 
tman of Santa Barbara. 
The motion to declare the 
coastal commission post vacant 
and to name Adams passed 3 to 
I, with Stevens against. Later, 
however, Stevens moved to 
make the appointm ent un­ 
animous. 
Although no action was taken, 
the committee discussed at 
length methods of obtaining a 
greater share of funding from 
the county. 
Raycraft was particularly 
critical of the present method 
of assigning workers under the 
Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act to cities. As an ex­ 
ample, he said the Isla Vista 
area has about 14 CETA posi­ 
tions, com pared to C a r­ 
pinteria’s two. 
“ The cities have all the 
problems and the county has all 
the money,” he commented. 
Raycraft said too it was time 
for the mayors of the county’s 
cities to “unite and to show we 
are as concerned with city 
problems as well as those in the 
county.” 
Stevens noted that half of the 
county’** population lives in 
cities, pays county taxes, but 
added that city dwellers feel 
they are not getting thei^ fair 
share of county tax funds for 
police protection and other ser­ 
vices. 
The committee agreed to 
meet sometime within the pre­ 
sent quarter of the year to dis­ 
cuss among other things, the 
obtaining of additional funds 
from the county. 
In other action, the commit­ 
tee adopted a rule setting terms 
of office for the chairman and 
vice chairman at two years. 


Lake Cachuma log 
boom to be moved 


Monkeys, birds — and parks 
— all were subjects of some dis- 
cussion Thursday at the 
monthly meeting of the County 
Park Commission in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
A proposal from within the 
Park Department to remove 
the monkeys from Waller 
County Park didn’t get to the 
decision stage. The commission 
may take a stand on it at its 
July meeting. Waller Parte is in 
the Santa Maria area. 
The plan to remove log boom 
barriers from the east end of 
Lake Cachuma and open up that 
portion of the lake to cat fishing 
until possibly mid-September 
generated protest in a letter 
from Alex Power, a leasee in 
the lake area. Power said it 
could be a move harmful to the 
water dependent birds there. 
The commission in deciding 
to take the action promised that 
a careful check will be made on 
the situation. Commissioner 
Joy Parkinson is participating 
in a bird study covering the east 


end of the lake which may be 
finalized late this year. 
The commission decided to 
take up discussion at the July 
meeting on a management 
report for Toro Canyon Parte in 
Carpinteria Valley. 


The agenda included an item 
of a proposed letter being con­ 
sidered to be drawn up 
“regarding reduction of service 
for Buellton Parkway, Solvang 
Park and LeRoy Parte." But the 
matter did not come up during 
the hearing and will be con­ 
sidered later. Previously, it 
was shown that county services 
were required to clear up much 
litter on the Parkway and the 
small Solvang park.

Davenport 
keeps vow, 
makes team 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - A year ago, 
after he hurt his knee in a race and had to 
be carried off on a stretcher, people 
were writing off Willie Davenport and 
who could blame them. 
He was 32-years-old with a tom tendon 
in his left knee, but still talking about 
coming back. People simply nodded 
their heads in sympathy. 
Thursday, in the falling shadows of a 
near perfect summer day and with a 
crowd of nearly 12,000 cheering him on, 
Davenport, who won a gold medal at the 
1968 Olympics, responded like a cham­ 
pion and ran his heart out to finish se­ 
cond to Charles Foster in the 110-meter 
high hurdles and win his fourth Olympic 
berth. 
"I Ibid people I would be back last 
year,” Davenport said. ‘‘I’m not the kind 
who likes to say I told you so, but here I 
am on my way to the Olympics again and 
I couldn’t be happier.” 
Foster, coming back from a pulled 
hamstring suffered at the AAU Cham­ 
pionships two weeks ago, won at the U.S. 
Trials here in a wind-aided 13.44, with 
Davenport clocking 13.52 and James 
Owens, who has had three broken left 
ankles during his college career, taking 
third in 13.57. The big casualties were 
NCAA champ Dedy Cooper, who was 
fourth, and 1972 Olympic bronze 
medalist Tom Hill, who hit the last two 
hurdles and finished eighth. 
"Of course I’m pleased with the way I 
run,” said Foster, who is IO years 
Davenport’s junior at 23. “I was scared, 
real scared when I hurt myself in the 
AAU Championships. But that's all 
behind me now and I’m looking ahead to 
Montreal and the O lym pics next 
month. 
“In the final at Montreal I’d like to get 
(France’s Guy) Drut between Willie and 
me. It would be awfully nice to have him 
in that spot so if we can’t beat him runn­ 
ing, we can beat him by fighting.” 


Davenport, who finished seventh in the 
semifinals at the Tokyo Games in 1984 
and fourth in the final at Munich four 
years ago after taking gold in Mexico 
City, said before TTiursday’s race that if 
he didn't win an Olympic berth he would 
quit. 


Now he is so happy that he is talking 
about going on — after Montreal. 
‘‘I love to hurdle,” he said. “I love 
track and field and it’s been a big part of 
my life, but I’ve got to quit sometime. 
I’ll probably compete indoors next 
winter and then hang it up.” 
In the women's high jump final, 18- 
year-old Paula Girven of Richmond, Va., 
won at 8-14<i, 19-year-old Oregon 
American champion Joni Huntley was 
second at 6-0 ^ and 18-year-old Pam 
Spencer of Seattle was third at 5-11 V«. 


Brenda Morehead of Toledo, Ohio, won 
the 200-meter dash in a wind-aided 22.49 
for her second victory in the Trials. 
Earlier, the 18-year old, took the IOO 
Chandra Cheeseborough, who is 17, 
finished second in the 200 ( 22.64), just as 
she had in the IOO, while Deborah 
Armstrong, 21, was third (22.74). 


The other winner Thursday was 29- 
year-old Larry Hart, an Army captain 
from Long Beach, Calif., who took the 
hammer with a throw of 222-7. That was 
nearly four feet under the Olympic stan­ 
dard, so he became the only American 
hammer thrower to make the team — 
for now 


On Sunday, U.S. Olympic officials are 
going to hold another hammer competi­ 
tion with the hope Hart can clear the 226- 
5 standard. If he does, then Bill Diehl, 
who has a best of 228-0, will be added to 
the team as well as anyone else who 
makes the standard. No one is holding 
his breath in this event where the best 
the Americans can do is about 30 feet 
short of the East and West Germans and 
the Russians.

women who have been granted a Califor­ 
nia professional boxing license. It wasn’t 
easy to get, and it has yet to open any 
large doorways to wealth and fame. 
After a few rounds of backyard sparr­ 
ing with Tom, Jan goes to the screened- 
in porch area for a session on the speed 
bag. Then they both head out for some 
roadwork, with only an occasional pass­ 
ing car or curious tarantula to break the 
monotony. 


Be honest: if you were to list the top IO 
glamour professions open to women, the 
avenues of endeavor you would most like 
your daughter or wife to pursue, 
prizefighting would not likely appear 
near the top of your list, would it? 
“A lot of girls don’t want their families 
to know they box,” says Jan, whose 
nickname is “Bullets” (“She’s got a real 
fast left jab,” explains Tom). “I want 
people to know about my fighting. I told 
my dad. He laughed and told me just to 
do my best.” 
As a sport, women’s boxing is still 
somewhat of a semi-kinky novelty, 
Promoters have suddenly discovered 
that men will pay money to watch 
women fight, regardless of how inex­ 
perienced or mismatched the comba­ 
tants. 
When women are on the card, the fans 
sometimes get restless during dull male 
prelim fights and growl, “Bring on da 
gurls!” 
The only women’s fights that rate 
news coverage are the funny ones, like a 
recent bout in Nevada where a fighter 
dropped her guard to adjust her protec­ 
tive bra and was knocked out. 
Jan and Tom concede that sex might 
now be a stronger drawing factor than 
athletic skill. But they feel that as more 
and better fights are promoted, respect 
for the women as boxers will grow. 
The state’s first licensed fight between 
women, held last month, was an artistic 
d isaster; a ridiculous m ism atch. 
Originally, the fight was to be between 
Jan and Kim Maybee. But the size dif­ 
ference between the two was too great 
and Pat Pineda took Jan’s spot. 
Maybee beat the stuffing out of 
Pineda, who promptly announced her 
retirement. The L.A. sporting press 
treated the historic fight as a joke and a 
sacrilege to the sport. But the fans loved

Maybe it’s not Madison Square Garden 
for a million bucks guaranteed, but con­ 
sidering the route Jan has traveled to get 
this far, it’s no wonder she says, “I’m 
really getting excited.” 
Up until a little more than a year ago, 
the highest status a woman boxer could 
hope to attain was stardom in mail-order 
home movies and 8 x IO glossies (which 
we’ll talk about in a minute). 
As for legitimate boxing, Jan went to 
the State Boxing Com m ission in 
November of ’74 to apply for a profes­ 
sional license. 
“They laughed in my face,” she 
recalls with a grimace. “They made a 
fool out of me. They said there’s no way 
there would ever be a woman in the ring. 
They thought I was nuts. They said, ‘It’s 
a sadistic sport and you could get hurt.’ 
They said, ‘Why don’t you try for a 
wrestling license?’” 
But with a subtle push from the state 
legislature, and maybe the vision of a 
financial windfall for the sport, the com­ 
missioners reversed their stand. Pineda 
was granted a license last March and 
Haefner got hers a month later.

Third strike 
on Williams 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - Coach 
Brooks Johnson’s petition to have in­ 
jured sprinter Steve Williams placed on 
the Olympic team was ruled out of order 
Thursday by Bob Giegengack, chairman 
of the men’s Olympic Track and Field 
Committee. 
Williams, probably America’s best at 
IOO and 200 meters, pulled up with a 
hamstring injury in a quarterfinal heat 
of the Olympic Trial IOO last Saturday. 
He was unable to compete in the 200 two 
days later because of the injury and thus, 
under the U.S. Olympic Committee rules 
for team selection, he was ineligible. 
Johnson, who coaches Williams and is 
a member of the staff that will coach the 
American women’s team at Montreal 
next month, thought an exception should 
be made in Williams’ favor since he has 
run the IOO five times in the world record 
equaling time of 9.9 seconds. His hope 
was to have Williams added to the team 
to compete on the 400 and 1,600 meter 
relay teams 
“The action of our meeting,” said 
Giegengack, “was to reject the petition. 
It was very, very heavy in favor of 
rejecting the petition. 
“The two main arguments are that 
there’s something sacred about the for­ 
mula that we don’t pick anybody to the 
Olympic team, they pick themselves 
(through the Trials). That’s been the 
principle on which we’ve been operating 
for some IO years— that the athletes pick 
themselves and the Committee keeps 
their hands off the selection of the 
athletes 


“The second argument is that this 
method of ours was passed unanimously 
by both the men’s and women’s commit­ 
tees, and it was unanimously supported 
by the U.S. Olympic Committee’s Board 
of Directors. We couldn’t change our 
method after their approval, that is 
without their approving a requested 
change, And, boy, if you want to walt for 
that, you’re into August.” 
Naturally, Johnson was disappointed. 
“We were ruled out of order,” said 
Johnson, adding the committee turned 
down his petition by a vote of 17-8. 


Finley defies 
Kuhn's order 
— sort of 
CHICAGO ( U P I ) - Oakland 
clubowner Charles O. Finley said Thurs­ 
day night, in answer to an order by Com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn, that while 
neither Vida Blue, Joe Rudi nor Rollie 
Fingers would start against the Califor­ 
nia Angels, they might play in the game. 
“Kuhn did not order me to play them,” 
said Finley, referring to Kuhn’s 
communication earlier in the day. “He 
said to remove any restraints against the 
use of the players in Oakland games.

Will they get into the game? You’ll have 
to look at the box score in the morning to 
find out.

“Since this 
all started nine games ago the A’s have 
won six games and lost three — and 
that’s championship baseball in any 
league. Tanner and I feel that we do not 
want to break up a winning combination. 
It goes to show you how much Kuhn 
knows about baseball.” 
They did not play in the game, which 
Oakland lost 2-1. 
Finley said Kuhn’s order “shows bad 
faith on the part of the commissioner” 
inasmuch as “he knew my attorney and 
the Boston Red Sox’ attorney have been 
trying to work out an agreement where 
the Red Sox would agree to take the 
players in question (Rudi and Fingers) if 
we win our lawsuit (against the commis­ 
sioner and baseball). He knew this, but 
jumped the gun. This is very bad faith on 
the part of the commissioner.” 


Blue, Fingers and Rudi have not seen 
action since the commissioner vetoed 
the June 15 sale of Blue to the New York 
Yankees and Fingers and Rudi to the 
Boston Red Sox. 
Finley, who plans to file a $10 million 
suit against the commissioner and 
baseball today in Federal Court in 
Chicago, said he did hot want to risk an 
injury to any of the three because he ex­ 
pects the court to uphold their sale.

Jan and Tom found themselves a manager, Johnny Dubliss, and 
a trainer, Freddy Moreno. As often as possible they drive to East 
L.A. to train at the Robles-Montoya Gym.

Tom learns with Jan. “I watch ’em instruct Jan, and what she 
doesn’t remember, I try and remember. That way, when we come 
back to Buellton, here, she can put it all together.” 
“It’s quite interesting. We’ve met a lot of oldtimers down there. 
They were kind of negative towards us at first, but after they saw 
Jan go down there and work hard every time, they’ve starting to 
soften up a little bit. Now they’re giving us encouragement and a 
little bit of advice.” 
Jan and Tom met at the Flower Festival in ’71 when Tom was 
stationed at Vandenberg and they were married three months 
later. Jan had attended Arroyo Grande and Righetti high schools, 
where there was not much opportunity for girls to participate in 
sports. 
Her athletic career started about four years ago. The Haefners 
were visiting friends, and Jan recalled that Tom had once told her 
that he liked to watch women’s wrestling. 
“Well, how about if I wrestle her,” Jan said to Tom, pointing to 
their hostess. Tom said OK, and the hostess said OK. 
“It was kind of strange” says Jan. But she liked it. “So after that 
I wrestled all Tom’s ex-girlfriends. It was a lot of fun.” 
The next step was a visit to an L A. film-making establishment, 
California Supreme, never to be mistaken for Metro-Goldwyn 
Mayer. 
Cal Supreme advertises in the back pages of “ Boxing 
Illustrated” magazine, midst the tacky ads that promise, “Be a 
Private Investigator,” and “Be Taller Instantly!” 
The Cal Supreme ad says: “ Fighting Girls. Films, photos, car­ 
toons. Send $1 for list and samples." 
Jan became a fighting girl. She wrestled other women in front of 
the camera, then decided to give boxing a try. The sport was not 
new to her. She remembers boxing with her brothers and sisters in 
the back yard as a small girl. Her father is an ex-Golden Gloves 
fighter. 
“He (the Cal Supreme mogul — we’ll call him Cal) brought in 
this girl and I just beat the hell out of her,” Jan smiles. 
Cal couldn’t watch. “He can’t stand to see two girls going at it,” 
says Jan. “He hides his head.” 
Cal put Jan’s picture in “Boxing Illustrated,” and the Haefners 
began receiving stacks of mail from all over the nation and the 
world, requesting photos and wanting to set up fights. 
Tom, an unemployed construction worker, began to recruit 
women at $25 an hour, to box or wrestle with Jan. Tom would shoot 
pictures and sell them. That sideline business has pretty much 
given way to serious training, but they still get plenty of mail. 
What sort of people send for these pictures? Are they boxing 
fans, or are they looking for an unusual sexual turn-on? 
"I think ifs both,” says Jan. “Some guys, yea, it turns ’em on.” 
“Sure,” adds Tom, “I think ifs stimulating for ’em, the excite­ 
ment of seeing two girls boxing or wrestling.” 
“ ...Even though they wouldn’t admit it,” adds Jan. 
Other couples who want to set up fights are sometimes willing to 
send the Haefners a few bucks to help cover travel expenses. 
“We get a chance to travel and meet some interesting people," 
says Tom. “I have a lot of friends in Lompoc that’s been there 25, 
30 years and never been any furthur than Fresno or Bakersfield. 
This summer we have a chance to go to Wisconsin, and we might 
be able to make a trip to Europe — they would pay expenses. It s 
more traveling than I could ever afford to do.” 
Jan has had nine of these informal fights, winning all but one (a 
loss to Pineda). Sometimes the bouts take place in their hosts’ liv­ 
ing room. Snapshots show the two fighters throwing punches in a 
“ring” bounded by pianos, televisions and couches. 
The slogan. “You’ve come a long way, Baby,” could apply to 
women's boxing. So could the slogan, “ You’ve got a long way, to 
go. Baby.”

Regional 
smog board 
approved

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation establishing a new 
regional smog control board in 
the South Coast Air Basin has 
won passage from the Senate. 
The measure (AB250) by As­ 
semblyman Jerry Lewis, R- 
Highland. was approved Thurs­ 
day night on a 23-12 vote. 
However, the Assembly must 
still consider amendments 
proposed by a two-house con­ 
ference committee. 
Sen. David Roberta, D-Los 
Angeles, said the new district 
would assume the authority of 
the Southern California Air 
Pollution Control District and 
would have more flexibility to 
fight smog. 
"It is a little on the absurd 
side to think smog can be con­ 
trolled on county lines," he 
said. 
"I voted against this bill last 
year because it had no cap on 
property tax contributions to 
the new board," said Roberti, 
who managed the bill in the 
Senate. 
Amendments, however, pre­ 
vent unrestricted use of proper­ 
ty taxes by the new district and 
require the new body to report 
to the legislature on efforts to 
reduce reliance on property 
taxes. 
Desert areas are not included 
in the new district to permit 
flexibility for rural areas. 
Roberti said 
Ventura and 
Santa Barbara counties will be 
permitted to join later if their 
boards of supervisors vote to do 
so.

M ixed reaction on High Court pay ruling 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
State and local government 
representatives are praising 
the Supreme Court for remov­ 
ing their employes from federal 
wage-hour coverage, but organ­ 
ized labor calls the ruling a 
regressive action with grave 
implications. 
It was the first time in 40 
years that the court has struck 
down major economic legisla­ 
tion passed by Congress on 
grounds it interfered with state 
and local powers. 
It declared unconstitutional 


the 1974 amendments to the 
F air Labor Standards Act 
providing minimum wage and 
overtim e protection to 3.4 
million persons on state and 
local government payrolls. 
The National League of Cities 
and the National Governors 
Conference, two of the groups 
that successfully challenged the 
federal law, joined the National 
Association of Counties in say­ 
ing the Thursday ruling will be 
good for the American form of 
government. 
The justices also reversed a 


1968 decision approving earlier 
federal minimum wage laws 
applied to 2.9 million teachers, 
public hospital and transit 
employes. 
Justice William H. Rehnquist 
said the laws intruded on the 
authority of local and state 
governments to engage in 
labor-management relations. 
Dissenter William J. Brennan 
Jr. accused Ute court of reviv­ 
ing discredited constitutional 
theories from the 1930s, which 
s tru c k dow n New D eal 
economic legislation aimed at 


ending the Great Depression. 


A spokesman for the Ameri­ 
can Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employes said 
the ruling has “ grave implica­ 
tions" for other basic protec­ 
tions afforded the nation’s 
public employes — including 
unemployment compensation, 
safety standards and a federal 
collective bargaining law. 


But the National League of 
Cities said without the ruling, 
taxpayers would have been 
forced to pay an additional $1 


billion each year to meet the 
law’s requirements or face 
severe cutbacks in essential 
services such as fire and police 
protection. 


"The court has made a 
sig n ifican t move tow ard 
strengthening and revitalizing 
our federal system at a time 
when county, municipal and 
state governments are fighting 
for their fiscal lives," said Ber­ 
nard F. Hillenbrand, executive 
director of the National As­ 
sociation of Counties.

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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
legislature, in a move to win the 
support of local governments, 
today rushed to enact a bill to 
free counties of m edical 
malpractice liability in this 
fall’s massive swine flu innocu- 
lation program 
The bill (ABI135) passed the 
Senate Thursday on a 39-0 vote 
and was sent to the Assembly 
where members threw it into a 
two-house conference commit­ 
tee to put finishing touches on 
the measure today and hold a 
public hearing. 
Counties had threatened not 
to participate in the program if 
the legislature did not provide 
protection against litigation 
costs or suits arising from the 
vaccinations. 


Legal entanglements have 
plagued nearly every aspect of 
President Ford’s SIK million 
national campaign against the 
dreaded swine flu. which killed 
nearly 20 million persons in 
1918, including 500.000 in the 
United States. 
Democratic 
Assemblyman

Arlen 
Gregorio. D-San Mateo, chair­ 
man of the Senate Health Com­ 


mittee. declared that the “inac­ 
tion” of top-level adminis­ 
tration officials created the last 
minute crisis.

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Airport 
agreements 
readied

Operations at the county’s 
two airports at Lompoc and 
Santa Ynez — now under the 
County Transportation Depart­ 
ment — will continue with pre­ 
sent fixed base operators work- 
ing u n d er “ to ta lly new 
agreem ents” soon, it was 
learned this week. 
The County Airport Commit­ 
tee headed by George Miller of 
Lompoc has prepared new 
agreements containing “Major 
changes’’ which are expected to 
be signed within the next few 
weeks by William J. Luke, 
veteran operator at Santa Ynez 
Airport, and by Chester Waite 
and George Bedford, of Lompoc 
Aviation, who are current 
operators at the Lompoc Air­ 
port. 
John Maddock, Transporta­ 
tion D epartm ent, said the 
proposed new pacts are to be ef­ 
fective from the date of 
signature to December I. 1979. 
The operators will have an op­ 
tion of continuing the agree­ 
ments for three years to Dec. I, 
1982. he showed. 
The ag reement s, while 
providing for e x t e n s i v e 
changes, add up to about the 
same proportionate amount of 
revenue for the county and the 
operators as before, said Mad­ 
dock. while having the advan­ 
tage of “greatly simplifying 
bookkeeping procedures.’* 
The new agreements will 
provide for the county to be 
paid a flat $3,600 a year — on a 
monthly basis — by the 
operators at each airport. This 
will be in lieu of having the 
o p e r a t o r s pay re nt and 
royalties to the county and hav- 
ing th e county pay the 
operators to maintain portions 
of the airport, it was stated. 
Operators will face increased 
insurance coverage require­ 
ments and will also be responsi­ 
ble for an increased amount of 
b ui ld ing 
and 
g r o u n d s 
maintenance under the new 
agreements. 
Also, the operators will have 
increased financial obligations 
in that they will pay for all 
utilities, except navigational 
aids, which the county will con­ 
tinue to pay. 
Operators are to keep their 
profits from rental of planes 
(as at Lompoc Airport), hangar 
rents, sale of parts, sale of gas­ 
oline and oil, and other ser­ 
vices. The only service rates 
the county will control will be

Pictures from the orbiting 
Viking I have convinced scien­ 
tists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory that Mars is much 
like the moon. 
“Some areas of Mars are 
remarkably lunarlike,” Dr. 
Harold Masursky said Thurs­ 
day, comparing them to the 
plains of the moon dubbed 
“mare” or "seas” by ancient 
astronomers. 
“ We see ‘m are,’ ridges, 
which are very common on the 
moon, and tiny craters adjacent 
to the ridges. We think Viking 
has a fine chance on this kind of 
surface." 
Masursky is a member of the 
site certification team, respon­ 
sible for evaluating the location 
inhere the Viking’s lander will 
settle and begin its automated 
search for microorganisms. 
The primary site is Chryse at 
the mouth of a network of what 
appear to be canyons or dry 
stream beds, a likely spot for 
life if running water actually 
did create the channels, whose 
origin has divided the scien­ 
tists. 
One group — “ the inun­ 
dators’’ — theorizes that water 
was once abundant, running in 
streams across the surface, 
carving out gullies and chan­ 
nels, Masursky said. 
The others — “ the slow 
tricklers" — believe that Mars 
has always been arid, but the 
channels were worn away by 
small amounts of water flowing 
in trickles, perhaps for hun­ 
dreds of millions of years, 
much like die Grand Canyon 
was formed on Earth. 
But no one can explain what 
Masursky called “ the most* 
strange feature" — thin lines 
wandering along slopes and 
across craters. 
Scientists accustom ed to 
com paring fe a tu re s w ith 
similar formations on the moon 
or to photos of Earth taken 
from space, found the lines 
"look like a feature, which 
we’ve seen on Landsat photos " 
of Earth — "all of which turned 
out to be roads," Masursky 
said. 
"A road seems a little ex­ 
trem e," he cautioned. “ We 
don’t have the vaguest idea 
what the feature is. It’s an in­ 
teresting white streak." 
None of the sc ie n tists 
believes the lines are roads, but 
for the time being they dubbed 
them 
“ Gentry’s freeways’’ 
after scientist Gentry Lee.

Two-to-four-inch rains soaked portions of N ebraska just a 
day after crop experts reported crop m oisture critically low. 
Drought-easing rains continued in Wisconsin and driving 
rains helped dry crops in Indiana. 
Up to 4 1 2 inches of rain in the Missouri and A rkansas 
Ozarks triggered flood warnings. 
To the east and west, a heat wave prevailed. 
Some 1.600 firem en battled the year's w orst fire in 
northern California, hoping to keep a wind-fanned, 20,000- 
acre grass fire in C alifornia’s Mother Lode country from ig­ 
niting m ore tinder-dry brush land. 
Santa Ana winds that had whipped a blaze over m ore than 
1,700 acres of brushland in southern California north of Los 
Angeles let up and fire fighters got an upper hand. The 
flam es had driven scores of persons from an area of $100,000 
homes 
D esert winds pushed hot. dry air into the San Francisco 
Bay area from as far away as Salt Lake City, and burning 
perm its w ere suspended in m ore than 40 California counties. 
The m ercury headed above the IOO degree m ark in inland 
areas and hit the mid 90s in San Francisco, unusually hot for 
the “Citv bv the Bay.’’ 


Minister charges whites 
involved in race riots 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South 
Africa (UPI) — A government 
minister charged there were 
whites involved in planning an­ 
tigovernment race riots that 
engulfed South Africa for seven 
days and cost 140 lives. 
The M inister for Bantu 
(African) Affairs, Michiel 
Botha, told Parliament Thurs­ 
day — without giving details — 
that South Africa’s bloodiest 
racial violence this century was 
not a spontaneous uprising and 
that whites "helped to plan it." 
Botha said the rioting, now 
under control, did not pose a 
policy crisis for the govern­ 
ment. 
But, in an apparent conces­ 
sion to black anger over the is­ 
sue that sparked the riots — the 
enforced use of the Afrikaans 
language in black schools — he 
said "adjustments (to policy)- 
will be made where neces­ 
sary.’’ 
E arlie r, he prom ised a 
review and reconsidered deci­ 
sion on the language issue 
before the next school term 
begins in August. Most black 


schools in the affected Transv­ 
aal province have been closed. 
Blacks claim Afrikaans — the 
Dutch-derived language of the 
white settlers — is the language 
of the "oppressor.” 
At least 140 persons died and 
more than 1,100 were injured in 
the weeklong ram page of 
looting, burning and killing. 
Nearly 900 were arrested and 
insurance companies estimated 
damage at about $34.5 million. 
About 150 buildings were gut­ 
ted, mostly around the worst 
t r o u b l e 
p o i n t s 
o u t s i d e 
Johannesburg and the ad­ 
mi n i s t r a t i v e 
ca pi t a l of 
Pretoria. 
A Johannesburg magistrate 
Thursday refused a request to 
hold a mass burial July 3 for 
school children qnd teachers 


killed in the violence. 
A police spokesman said this 
could spark fresh violence in 
Soweto, Africa’s largest black 
township on the outskirts of 
Johannesburg, where the first 
riots flared June 16. 
(South African Prime Minis­ 
ter John Vorster and Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger ended 
two days of talks in West Ger­ 
many Thursday. Kissinger said 
the meeting had opened the way 
for ending southern Africa’s 
racial unrest through negotia­ 
tion instead of violence.) 
Opposition United Party lead­ 
er Sir de Villiers Graaff told 
Parliament Thursday racial 
clashes will continue as long as 
the government maintains its 
"dogmatic, blind, deaf, willful 
and self-deceiving course."

Thunderbirds to perform

When environm entally- 
minded Santa Barbara attorney 
Frank Sarguis. was named to 
the State Highway Commission 
recently by Gov, Brown, it 
didn’t necessarily mean Sarguis 
would be expected to support 
new ribbons of concrete 
throughout the state. In fact, 
Sarguis feels he is part of the 
“ transformation’’ going on 
within the commission to look 
at alternatives 
Sarguis, who is also counsel 
for the Santa B a rb a ra 
Metropolitan Transit District, 
has made it clear that he will be 
speaking out on the commission 
in favor of mass transit 
whenever he gets a chance. 
Sarguis, an ardent Democrat 
and ardent foe of oil company 
exploitation of Santa Barbara 
Channel, has made his position 
with the state agency clear 
after taking over the job of this 
region’s representative on the 
commission from Robert E. 
Herdman, of Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
In spelling out his views as to 


the nature of his work with the 
state commission, Sarguis was 
defending himself from the 
suspicion voiced by fellow tran­ 
sit board member Reuben Ir­ 
vine that a conflict of interest 
may be occurring with Sarguis 
holding both highway commis­ 
sion and transit district jobs. 
Sarguis. stressing he is only 
the legal adviser of the transit 
district and not a board 
member, said he also couldn’t 
agree with Irvine’s contention 
the commission wouldn’t be 
sympathetic to the transit dis­ 
trict “while you may be.” 
The State Highway Commis­ 
sion being “transformed” by 
Gov. Brown seems bound to 
view 
tra n s it 
d is tr ic ts 
throughout the state with much 
more kindly eyes than in the 
past, says Sarguis. 
Sarguis, an unconventional 
type who rides bicycles and 
motorcycles as much or more 
than an automobile, told Irvine 
at a transit board session no one 
else seems disturbed about his 
new job so far as he can see. 
“Everyone I’ve talked to has 


said that the transit district is 
lucky because they’ve got 
somebody on the board 
to 
speak to their interests” on the 
commission, Sarguis stressed. 
He pointed out de-emphasis of 
highway construction seemed 
in the works also because of a 
cut in funding. 
The conflict of interest 
questioning didn’t end with 
Sarguis’ case. 
As Santa Barbara National 
Bank chairman, Irvine found 
himself somewhat on the defen­ 
sive as well due to conflict of in­ 
terest, before the session 
ended. 
District board chairman 
Richard Burgess said he 
wondered if Irvine and also 
retired Col. Richard Temple 
felt "comfortable” in discuss­ 
ing the Sarguis case in view of 
p o ssib ility of co n flicts 
themselves. 
The transit district has close 
to $1 million in deposits at Ir­ 
vine’s bank, it was disclosed, 
and Col. Temple is a member of 
the Santa Barbara City Airport 
Commission as well as sitting 


on the transit board. 
“Nobody seemed uncomfor­ 
table about possible conflicts of 
interest,” an onlooker at the in­ 
teresting meeting stated as it 
broke up.

Six red, white and blue Air 
Force jets will perform preci­ 
sion maneuvers at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base at 12:30 p.m. on 
June 27. The famed Aerial 
demonstration team, the USAF 
Thunderbirds, will be perform­ 
ing in conjunction with the Lom­ 
poc Valley Flower Festival. 
Preceding the Thunderbird 
demonstration Sunday will be 
an air rescue demonstration by 
helicopter pilots from Vanden­ 
berg^ Detachment 8, 37th 
A ero sp ace R escue and 
Recovery Squadron. The 
demonstration will feature a 
simulated inflight recovery of 
an injured person. 
Public entry to base for at­ 
tendance of the air show will 
begin at 11:30 a m. The 
Thunderbirds, Northrup T-38 
trainer jets, are among the 
world’s top performing air­ 
craft. They are famous for fly­ 
ing high speeds in precise for­ 
mations. A T-38 can go from 
brake release to 20,000 feet up 
in 43 seconds. The Thunder­ 
birds are one of the world’s 
busiest precision flight teams, 
averaging over IOO air shows 
per year. Since their organiza­ 
tion in 1953, the jets have ap­ 
peared before more than 118 
million people in all 50 U.S. 
states and 45 other nations. 
Because of limited parking 
areas, those planning to attend 
the air show are strongly urged 
to come in car pools. In addi­ 
tion, it is advised that people 
come early to avoid unneces­ 
sary traffic congestion. 
The valley’s annual summer 


flower festival will be extra 
special this year because of the 
Bicentennial. 
Activities that 
both salute America’s 200th an­ 
niversary and support the local 
festival have been arraged for 
by Vandenberg^ Office of In­ 
formation. 
A number of other projects, 
including an entry from the 
base in the Flower Festival 
Queen contest, have made 
Vandenberg and the United 
States Air Force important 
participants in this year’s 
festivities. Airman First Class 
Debra Hatcher, a Security 
Policeperson at the base, was 
second runner-up in the queen 
contest. 
On Saturday, June 26, Air 
Force buses will be leaving 
Ryon Park in Lompoc every 
half hour, beginning at noon. 
The park is at the intersection 
of O Street and Ocean Avenue, 
and will be the center of the ac­ 
tion for the duration of the 
Flower Festival this weekend. 
Tile buses will tour the flower 
fields along the route to South 
Vandenberg. 
Once on South Vandenberg, 
the passengers will have an op­ 
portunity to disembark and 
view several Air Force dis­ 
plays, including ICBMs. At that 
point, persons who so desire 
may board a different tour bus 
for a more extensive look at 
South Vandenberg. This portion 
of the free bus tour service will 
include stops at Honda Point 
and Space Launch Complex 6, 
the site of future Space Shuttle 
mission activity.

Park every half hour after 
noon, so visitors may choose to 
leave the base at their own con­ 
venience.

Neither would the 
grave financial crisis of the 
U.S. Postal Service be helped 
in the slightest if every letter 
carrier walked over every 
lawn in the country. 
The magnitude of that crisis 
is becoming staggering. The 
service’s deficit may total $1.4 
billion this fiscal year, com­ 
pared with only $13 million in 
1973, when we thought things 
were bad enough. 
What would help? Failing a

Congress seems to be in no 
mood to approve, closing 
smaller post offices would, 
says John Gentile, Chief finan­ 
cial officer of the U.S. Postal 
Service. So would ending 
Saturday delivery, or deliver­ 
ing mail only every other day, 
or charging everybody on a 
postal route a monthly fee. 
So would increasing postal 
rates again, although here we 
are already close to the point 
of diminishing returns, if not 
past it, as more and more 
businesses, as well as the 
government itself, are cutting 
down on their mailings or are 
looking for other ways to 
deliver bills, checks, notices, 
etc. 
For whatever comfort it 
may be to Americans, it is in­ 
teresting to learn from a 
recently reported survey that 
imperfect as it is, the U.S. 
Postal Service is superior to 
the systems in many other 
countries. 
It may be cheaper in some 
countries — in India, for ex­ 


ample, it costs as little as two 
cents to mail a letter — but 
there as elsewhere postal 
rates usually reflect a low 
state of the economy. 
, Even in Western Europe and 
Japan, postal service has been 
deteriorating and there are 
routine deficits, which are met 
out of profits from telephone 
and telegraph services, which 
are also government run. 
In many countries it is 
customary to pay a steep sur­ 
charge to insure delivery, and 
pilferage and the opening of 
mail by censors are common. 
In any event, no country has 
anything approaching the 
volume of mail that is handled 
in the U.S., and few have 
anything like the distances in­ 
volved. 
The U.S. Postal Service is a 
lot like the trolley cars our 
cities used to have. We never 
appreciated their value until 
they were gone, and then we 
wished we had done something 
to preserve them when we 
could.

'Growth' no boon 
to starving Mexico 


PROGRESO, Mexico — (NEA) — If 
Emiliano Zapata were alive today he’d 
be angry as hell. The revolution he cham­ 
pioned in the name of Mexico’s peons is, 
66 years later, largely a failure. 
Not entirely a failure, of course. In 
many ways the nation has done well 
since 1910. Life expectancy has advanced 
from less than 30 
years to the present 
61. Agrarian reform 
has been at lea st 
technically successful 
(since 1915 about 160 
million acres have 
been given to small 
farmers). And the an­ 
nual Gross National 
Product — about $50 
billion — puts Mexia) 
near the top of the 
modern Third World 
heap. 
And yet who has benefited? Not the 
peon. Since the revolution Mexico has 
created one of the world’s most unequal 
income distribution systems. For every

citizen who prospers there are two or 
three who barely get by. Behind the 
cactus curtain which separates the haves 
from the have-nots, Mexico is an 
enchilada of social stink. 
The odor is particularly heavy in small 
settlements such as Progreso, an em­ 
barrassing misnomer for a community. 
Progress? For the majority here, as well 
as the rest of rural Mexico, life has not 
changed since Zapata. The kids are still 
barefoot, the land is still unyielding, the 
lifestyle is still hand to mouth. U.S. 
tourists still come through with hankies 
at the nose, to take pictures of the quaint. 
poor. Progress, perhaps, is that they no 
longer throw coins in the dust. 
Most Mexicans live in the vicinity of 
remote places such as Progreso. Half of 
the nation’s population is on the land, 
compared to about IO per cent in the 
U n ited 
S ta te s. 
U n fo r tu n a te ly , 
agriculture accounts for only a tenth of 
Mexico’s total product, and worse, most 
of the farm profit (three of every four 
pesos) is earned by 15 per cent of the 
farmers. In other words the small fellow 
has been given land, but little real oppor­ 
tunity. 
Most farmers in Mexico earn less than 
$1,000 a year to support extended Roman 
Catholic families that often number 8 to 
12 people in a household. 
At that, even impoverished sod 
busters are comparatively well off. One 
fourth of the nation’s backland people 
are without steady employment and 
therefore earn nothing except pocket 
money and welfare aid. 
Luis Gutierrez, for example, is a pea­ 
sant living to the north of Progreso in a 
two-room casita of mud, thatch and 
paperboard. His wife is dead. So is his 
land And his dreams. Once he did odd 
labor in the region, such as gathering the

prickly nopac cactus for cattle feed. Now 
he is too old, he says. And he is sick. 
Sometimes he sells fruit at a stand on the 
road to Progreso for less than $1 a day. 
Otherwise, the government gives him 
enough to survive. 
Gutierrez has children. But they are 
among the 6 out of IO Mexicans who can­ 
not write or read much more than their 
names. Hence four of them have left 
home to seek the shyster’s fortune — 
sneaking into the United States, possibly, 
or doing Aztec dances for tourists on the 
streets of Mexico City. Two of the 
Gutierrez children, both girls, died at 
birth. One son is still at home, to help his 
father, and to inevitably take the elder’s 
place one day as a government ward. 
Of course all the Gutierrez children 
will marry, and have children of their 
own. Progress in this country, is still 
measured by family size. In 1960 the 
Mexican population was 35 million. In 
1970 it was 48 million. Now, it is 56 
million and counting. The crude birth 
rate of 43 per 1,000 inhabitants is triple 
that of the United States. Much of Mex­ 
ico does not look like the kind of place 
where people get born, but in a few 
decades the population may double, and 
in a few years after that it may double 
again — and again, and again. 
One-hundred million Mexicans? Two- 
hundred million? As it is now two-thirds 
of the people have no drainage or 
sewage, three out of four live in housing 
that would be looked down on in Watts, 
many are undernourished, some are 
starving to death. Zapata, where are 
you? Rise up once again, organize the 
countryman! 
But never mind the 
violence. Reform is urgently needed in 
Mexico, but bullets won’t bring it about; 
the weapons this time, Emiliano, should 
be condoms.

The Democratic Platform is as tame 
as Jimmy Carter’s rhetoric and, in its 
own courtly-cute 
way, as inscrutable. 
Somebody once 
said about 
a cor­ 
poration’s annual reports that they are to 
be compared with a lady’s bikini in that 
they reveal enough to maintain interest, 
while concealing the vital parts. 
Consider, for in­ 
stance, the sim ple 
sentences that con­ 
cern foreign policy. 
Under the heading 
‘•Middle E ast,” 
the 
Democrats say: “We 
shall continue to seek 
a just and lasting 
peace in the Middle 
East. The cornerstone 
of our policy is a firm 
commitment to the in- 
d e p e n d e n c e 
and 
security of the State of 
Israel. This special relationship does not 
prejudice improved relations with other 
nations in the region.” 
Ah. but it does. This is not to say that it 
shouldn’t: but quite plainly it does. The 
United States has taken the official posi­ 
tion, along with other countries 
represented in the Security Council way 
back since November of 1967, that Israel 
should return the conquered territories. 
Israel declines to do so, giving reasons 
sane of which are by no means un­ 
reasonable. Still, there is such a thing as 
concern for justice to the Palestinian 
refugees; and there is no doubt that in 
the absence of a homeland for them and 
the return of the conquered territories 
there is both injustice in the area and a 
great animosity toward the United 
States. As James Reston and James 
Michener, both Democrats, have at one 
point put it, official Israeli intransigence 
— much criticized within the Knesset — 
is an obstacle to Mideast settlement, and 
the encouragement of it should be 
something less than a cornerstone of our 
policy. 
Or is that intransigence a vital interest 
of ours? The next plank of the 
Democrats concerns “Asia.” It is very 
straightforward. “The Vietnam War has 
taught us the folly of becoming militarily 
involved where our vital interests were 
not at stake. Our relations with China 
should continue to develop on peaceful 
lines, including early movement toward 
formalizing diplomatic relations in the 
context of a peaceful resolution of the 
future of Taiwan.” 
The first part of that could have been 
written by George Washington and in­ 
serted into his Farewell Address — in 
fact it was. The dangling ambiguities are 
the vital parts What is a ‘peaceful” 
solution to the future of Taiwan? And is 
Taiwan's independence from Peking a 
vital interest of the United States? The 
existing Treaty presupposes this, but as 
recently as in the last Democratic Plat­ 
form dominated by Senator McGovern, 
the proposal was to rescind that treaty. 


Precisely what we don’t know from this 
declaration is everything we really want 
to know about U.S. policy in the Far 
East. 
In the domestic area, the usual gods 
are serially oblated. A maximum 
production is made in behalf of full 
employment. Not long after that, it is 
suggested that the minimum wage rate 
should “keep pace with the increase in 
the cost of living,’’ which is another way 
of saying that such unemployment as 
results from the minimum wage law 
should not be interfered with. 
Welfare reform consists of “income 
maintenance, substantially financed by 
the Federal Government.” “Financed by 
the Federal Government” is a codeword 
for “It won’t cost you anything.” and is 
the essence of Democratic economic 
witchcraft: the notion of the spon­ 
taneously generated dollar out of 
Washington. DC. Which, by the way, 
ought to have full home rule — almost 
forgot that one. I truly worry sometimes, 
after D C. gets full home rule, how the 
local politicians are going to talk about 
“Federal subsidies’’ without stretching 
the credibility of that superstition... 
Since we are going to have full employ­ 
ment. and higher minimum wage, and 
free medicine, we have to say something 


about inflation, and we do. We are 
against inflation. Does that mean we are 
in favor of wage and price controls? 
Well, no, not immediately anway. In the 
language of the Platform, “We do not 
believe that such involvement (in wage 
and price decisions) requires a com­ 
prehensive system of mandatory con­ 
trols at this time.” If one American can 
be found who disagrees with that state­ 
ment, you will have to look for him in 
H aight-A shbury, B elm ont, M as­ 
sachusetts, or Walden Pond. 
Indeed, there is only one plank in the 
Democratic Platform that suggests any 
concern whatever for husbandry. It is 
listed under the heading “The Develop­ 
ing World.” “The United States should 
not provide aid to any government — 
anywhere in the world — which uses 
secret police, detention without charges, 
and torture to enforce its powers.” 
Roughly speaking, that means the 
D em ocrats w ill authorize aid to 
Switzerland. 
Well, party platforms should be writ­ 
ten and not studied. They are interesting 
primarily as musical productions. This 
one sounds like the organ in Radio City 
Music Hall, unlike its predecessor which 
sounded like the Rolling Stones As such, 
it is guardedly welcome.

Soviets yield a missile point 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - With the 
clamor of the presidential primaries oc­ 
cupying our attention these past few 
months, the signing of what may be the 
most significant agreement we’ve made 
with the Soviet Union has passed virtual­ 
ly unnoticed. 
This is the agreement on peaceful 
nuclear testing. 
The crucial point 
here is that the Soviet 
Union, for the first 
time in its history, has 
agreed to on-the-spot 
inspection by U.S. 
government scientists 
to confirm whether or 
not the Soviets are in 
fact abiding by the 
rules of the game as 
outlined in the treaty. 
The United States, of 
course, will alima in­ 
spection by Soviet scientists checking on 
our experiments. 
This pact is for peaceful nuclear tests 
only. But its provisions are crucial all 
the same If things work out according to 
the agreement — and that, of course, is 
by no means ce ruin — Moscow will not 
be able to conduct underground weapons 
tests above permitted levels while 
claiming these as experiments aimed at 


developing peaceful uses. 
What makes this treaty workable, if 
the U.S. government has the will, is that 
we now have sophisticated means of 
determining when and where significant 
tests have Uken place, even when in­ 
genious decoupling devices are used to 
hide the strength of an explosion. And we 
have the ability to distinguish between 
earthquakes and tests of a size that con­ 
cern us. 
The hope here is that with this Russian 
acceptance of partial on-site inspection 
by Americans, a proposal they’ve 
vigorously resisted for two decades, 
there may come a time when the USSR 
will agree to some mutual limited form 
of site inspection of nuclear weapons, 
possibly including intercontinental 
ballistic missile sites 
If such an agreement were reached, 
ironclad in wording and practice, it 
would be the first significant advance in 
the prevention of nuclear war since the 
United States and the Soviet Union began 
talking about these matters in the 
Eisenhower administration. 
Some of the scientists beginning to 
have some hope in this matter have been 
among those objecting most strongly to 
the unequal provisions and loopholes of 
the strategic arms limiUtion agree­ 
ments thus far signed, agreemenU which 


they feel have given significant edge to 
the Soviet Union. That is, these are hard­ 
headed men not usually given to wishful 
thinking 
As men close to the negotiations see it, 
the Russians are tough horse traders and 
will wrangle for years if necessary to get 
whatever advantages they can. But 
they’re realists. When, after inter­ 
minable stalling, they've exhausted their 
trading tactics and find their opposite 
numbers unmoved and unwilling to dish 
out the type of free giveaways this 
country passed out with SALT I, then 
they’ll come around if they want a 
treaty. 
If they don’t want a treaty, there won t 
be one anyway. It is not necessary, 
therefore, to make one-sided concession 
after concession in the hope of inducing 
the Russians to go along, as Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has so often done 
The Russian agreement in this case, 
and in similar backdowns in other in­ 
stances, suggests that a quiet, firm at­ 
titude on the part of this government, 
neither obsequiousness on the one hand 
nor sabre rattling on the other, could 
serve this country well in dealing with 
the major problems which divide us — 
Russian meddling in Africa, the Middle 
East and Western Europe, to name 
three 


additional $2 billion on top of $4.2 billion 
spent last year in the coming budget. 
A bright note is that some of the money 
has been recollected Of $446.3 million 
overspent on education benefits last 
year. $226 3 million has been recollected 
What type of abuses occur?

In many California schools veterans 
were paid benefits for work experience 
that was unrelated to courses of study. 
In Nevada the community colleges did 
not enforce standards for progress which 
are required if veterans are to continue 
receiving benefits 
In an Alabama college veterans who 
enrolled for half-time or less were cer­ 
tified as full-time 
In a Florida college veterans were cer­ 
tified for courses they had already 
received credit for. 
In an Arizona school several instruc­ 
tors enrolled in the courses they taught 
to collect benefits. 
The GAO intends to get tough on this 
program and one can now look to more 
on-site reviews, more guidance needs 
and institutions which are responsible 
for overpayments are going to be asses­ 
sed the costs

OTTAWA (UPI) - Air travel 
tl and from Canada was vir­ 
tually at a standstill today and 
Air Canada, the nation’s largest 
carrier, said it has laid off 
about 2,000 employes for an in­ 
definite period. 
The U.S. Air Line Pilots As­ 
sociation, joining at least three 
European airlines, Thursday 
declared a "safety quaran­ 
tine" on traffic in and out of 
Canada, starting at 12:01 a.m. 
today. 
Halting an estimated 150 
flights per day, the move came 
amid frantic efforts by govern­ 
ment officials to end the crippl­ 
ing dispute over the use of 
French in air communication. 
"We are imposing this safety 
quarantine because we think 
the environment is ripe right 
now for near-misses and safety- 
related problems," an ALPA 
spokesman said in Washington, 
DC. 
ALPA President J. J. O’Don­ 
nell said there was a "threat to 
safety in Canadian air space 
brought about by controllers’ 
objections to the government’s 
pressure to introduce French in 
a i r - t o - g r o u n d 
c o m ­ 
munications.” 
The U.S. position followed the 
earlier boycotts of air service 
to Canada by Irish Internation­ 
al Airlines, Scandinavian Air­ 
lines and British Airways. 
Domestic flights have been in­ 
terrupted since Sunday by the 
dispute. 
The ALPA position halted 
flights by nine leading Ameri­ 
can airlines into Canada. 


One of the largest, Eastern 
Airlines, discontinued indefi­ 
nitely all flights to Ottawa, 
Montreal and Toronto, but said 
it would provide a bus service 
I to the latter two cities from 
nearby border points. 
Some other airlines were 
reported making similar arran­ 
gements. 


A second m ajor airline, 
Canada’s CP Air, said it would 
follow Air Canada’s lead in lay­ 
ing off employes at midnight 
tonight, if no solution had been 
reached. CP spokesmen said 
about 6,500 employes would be 
affected.

It is one of five sites selected 
for new national cemeteries 
around the nation. The other 
four national cemeteries in 
California were recently de­ 
clared filled and closed to 
burials.
